Mike Wilcox: The #1 question 
would relate to the EDS deep 
well and now Sun Oil attempting 
to put up a well. What’s your posi¬ 
tion on these wells? 

Mayor Oakley: The hazardous 
waste well my position has always 
been I dont want it in Romulus.

What I understood they 
said that EDS was aware of the 
fact if Sunoco got theirs, EPA had 
made them aware that they would 
have to close theirs.

LeBlanc, Lambert, Haidous our selections for mayor 


Hotly contested mayoral con¬ 
tests in Westland, Romulus and 
Wayne highlight busy ballots in 
the general election slated for 
November 6. 

The biggest contest which 
pits Westland city councilper- 
sons Sandra Cicirelli against 
Richard LeBlanc, signals a new 
administration in Westland, af¬ 
ter three terms of rule by 
Robert Thomas. 

Cicirelli and LeBlanc are 
highly capable, political veter¬ 
ans, that sport a long list of ac¬ 
complishments. Cicirelli, 49, an 
attorney who has served three 
terms as Council President, lists 
consensus building as her 
biggest asset She has the sup¬ 
port of the city’s five employee 
unions and the Detroit Free 
Press. 

If elected she would under¬ 
take a review of city department 
heads, keeping many, but re¬ 
placing a few. She pledges to 
target road repair, empty com¬ 
mercial buildings and ordi¬ 
nance enforcement 

Cicirelli would make a good 
mayor, but we feel LeBlanc will 
make a great mayor 

LeBlanc, 42, has served on 
the city council and Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education. 
He pledges to make wholesale 
changes, including the replace¬ 
ment of most department 
heads. He is very determined to 
implement a vision that will of¬ 
fer fiscal accountability and re¬ 
sponsive government 

Part of that vision would be 
to save the City millions by elim¬ 
inating the take home of nearly 
40 city vehicles. Additionally 
LeBlanc would immediately 
rally others to explore the possi¬ 
bility of pulling out of the Cen¬ 
tral Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority. 

Where Cicirelli talks in gen¬ 
eralities, LeBlanc offers 
specifics. He will not be the con¬ 
sensus builder. Instead he will 
carry out his vision with dogged 
determination and provide 
Westland with a new kind of 
leadership. A leadership that 
empowers a new breed of lead¬ 
ers and not the same people 
that have been running city hall 
for years. 

The State's 10th largest city, 
frought with two years of politi¬ 
cal turmoil that has included 
the ouster of the city clerk, the 
recall of two council members 
and the resignation of two oth¬ 


ers, will need a decisive, tough- 
minded leader to move for¬ 
ward. We believe LeBlanc is 
that leader

notorious tough-fisted guarding 
of city monies, voters could do a 
whole lot worse. 

However, Lambert brings a 
breath of fresh air to the politi¬ 
cal scene. Unlike the reserved 
Oakley, Lambert offers a friend¬ 
ly demeanor and doesn’t pre¬ 
tend to know everything. He 
promises an open administra¬ 
tion where councilpeople, staff 
and residents will have ready 
access to his time. . 

Where Oakley doesnt want to 
talk about certain issues and 
programs, Lambert isnt afraid 
to share his viewpoint We were 
particularly struck by his con¬ 
cern for local business and how 
he plans to be Romulus' num¬ 
ber one cheerleader in attempt¬ 
ing to convince business and in¬ 
dustry to locate in Romulus. 

We believe it is time for a 
change. 

Lambert, who served several 
years on City Council as well as 
the School Boat'd, is ready for 
the new challenge. 

We are supporting a change 
in Wayne as well. Mayor Robert 
Dickerson is facing a bigtime 
challenge from long time city 
councilman A1 Haidous to be¬ 
come Wayne's first elected may¬ 
or 

Both candidates have served 
the city well in the past Both 
are qualified for holding the 
highest office the voters have to 
offer them. 

But we believe that Haidous 
should be given an opportunity 
to become the next mayor First 
elected to council in 1993, 
Haidous would make the office, 
of mayor more accessible to the 
citizens. He sees himself as a 
bridge that would provide citi¬ 
zens a direct path to the admin¬ 
istration. 

Beyond mayor, Westland, Ro¬ 
mulus and Wayne have spirited 
competitions for city council 
seats as well. In Westland eight 


candidates are vying for four 
open seats, as well as three 
candidates are vying for two 
unexpired terms. 

We favor Cheryl Graund- 
stadt, Michael Kehrer, Charles 
Pickering and Mario Gracin 
for the latter. Graunstadt and 
Kehrer, although political new¬ 
comers, provide energy and 
good intentions, and in the pri- 
mary, a capacity to garner a lot 
of votes. Pickering, a former 
councilperson and one-time 
mayor, is an independent 
thinker that will provide experi¬ 
ence to the new council. 

Gracin, a leader in the recall 
movement, has devoted count¬ 
less horn’s and money to seeking 
change in Westland. He and his 
wife Brenda organized the re¬ 
call effort, an impossible task, so 
thought many, that was success- 
fill against two councilpeople. 

The unexpired seats should 
go to Robert Stottlemyer and 
Bill Fern. Stottlemyer is one of 
the most capable councilpeople 
Westland has, and he should be 
retained on November 6. In the 
second seat we are asking vot¬ 
ers to select Fern over incum¬ 
bent Dennis LeMaitre. Fern 
brings enthusiasm and a sense 
of vision to the job that we like. 

Romulus voters will select 
seven councilpeople to four 
year terms. All the incumbents 
are running for re-election and 
they are being challenged by six 
newcomers. We are asking Ro¬ 
mulus voters to retain five of 
those councilman and add two 
new faces. 

The new faces voters should 
select are Wandra Raspberry 
and Mark Lewkowicz. 

Raspberry, wife of longtime 
councilman Jimmy Raspberry, 
is extremely knowledgeable 
about the local political scene 
and would be a good addition to 
the current council mix. 
Lewkowicz, another longtime 
resident and Romulus busines- 
sowner, would offer a fresh per¬ 
spective. 

Councilpeople Randy Gear, 
Debbie Romak, William 
Wadsworth, William Crova and 
Leroy Burcroff are our selec¬ 
tions to retain their seats. Voters 
wouldnt go wrong in retaining 
incumbents Michael Prybyla or 
Donald Morris, either Another 
strong non-incumbent is Bany 
Baumann. 

The strongest field in year's is 
what awaits Wayne voters when 
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they go to the polls to elect three 
councilpeople. We believe all 
are capable, dedicated citizens 
and voters would not go wrong 
in selecting any of them. 

Our selections include for¬ 
mer State Representative Tom 
Kelly, former councilperson A1 
Damitio, and former mayor, 
Ken Warfield. 

These candidates in our 
opinion, have the most to offer 
the city at this time. Kelly has 
served three terms as a state 
representative and brings to the 
council table the knowledge of 
working with the powerbrokers 
in Lansing. Damitio is an engi¬ 
neer who is meticulous in pe¬ 
rusing the mountains of paper 
work council deals with. 
Warfield, as the former mayor, 
knows what each and eveiy de¬ 
partment needs. 

Incumbents Pam Dobrolows- 
ki and Donna McEachem have 
served Wayne well. We're confi¬ 
dent newcomer Don Hartford 
would be a good choice too, but 
overall, we ask voters to send 
Kelly, Damitio and Warfield to 
council chambers. 

Belleville also has an inter¬ 
esting race for two council seats. 
Incumbent Kay Atkins, former 
city manager Kerreen Conley, 
and community activist Jeff Lin- 
derman are running 

Atkins and Conley are no 
strangers to controversy. Atkins 
voted against Conley’s appoint¬ 
ment to city manager, and then 
was part of a majority that man¬ 
aged to fire Conley from the job. 
Atkins and Linderman haven't 
seen eye to eye on the skate 
park project, as well. 

That said, we strongly favor 
Atkins' candidacy. She has 
proven an able leader working 
tirelessly on council business. 
The second seat is a toss-up. We 
will leave that decision to 
Belleville voters. 

Let's all set aside a part of our 
day to vote Tuesday, November 
6 

Remember last November 
when we voted a President in to 
office by the slimmest of mar¬ 
gins.

Follow the money 
in Westland election 


For the most part, political 
power in cities in Southeast 
Michigan is exercised openly by 
elected officials, e.g. mayors and 
city councils. However, when 
elected officials fall out of favor 
with the general public and either 
lose elections or choose not to run 
in the face of inevitable defeat, 
they often work behind the scenes 
to regain (or retain) their influ¬ 
ence. Nowhere is this more ap¬ 
parent than in Westland. 

As in many cities, the “estab¬ 
lishment” power is evidenced in 
appointments to city boards and 
commissions, city jobs and in 
some even extends to control of 
school boards. In Westland it was 
all of the above. 

However, earlier this year four 
members of the city council were 
forced out of office by a recall 
movement over the firing of a 
whistle-blower city clerk and the 
council’s attitude toward public 
input at council meetings. 

Two chose not to face the recall 
and resigned. The other two 
stayed on for the recall election 
and suffered a humiliating defeat 
by better than a 2 to 1 margin. 
Next Tuesday voters will choose 
their permanent replacements for 
four-year terms. 

While the deposed council 
members are smart enough to re¬ 
alize a public endorsement of a 
candidate might be the “kiss of 
death” for him or her, plenty is go¬ 
ing on behind the scenes. 

Evidence of the establish¬ 
ment’s support for several candi¬ 
dates can be seen through en¬ 
dorsements arranged, appoint¬ 
ments to boards or commissions 
and most of all, campaign contri¬ 
butions. 

While a candidate’s backing by 
the establishment does not neces¬ 
sarily mean he or she would be a 
puppet in office, it certainly indi¬ 
cates that the candidate’s objec¬ 
tives and philosophy of govern¬ 
ment are, at the very least, accept¬ 
able to those behind the scenes. 

There is an old saying that 
“money talks.” While the deposed 



officials are not talking publicly, 
money is sending a loud and clear 
message. 

An analysis of campaign contri¬ 
butions in the primary election 
tells the tale. Only six of the candi- 
dates on the November ballot 
raised more than $1,000 requiring 
them to file listings of campaign 
contributors. Two of the six re¬ 
ported direct contributions from 
former council members (Joe 
Eadeh and William Wild). Earlier, 
Wild was appointed to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

Perhaps, most telling is a com¬ 
parison of the two extremes; Joe 
Eadeh (the most obvious estab¬ 
lishment candidate), and Mario 
Gracin, one of the leaders of the 
recall movement 

Eadeh raised $9,220 all from 
contributions. Gracin raised 
$6,996 of which $2,500 was his own 
money. 

Out of Eadeh’s total about 
$3,000 came from Westland resi¬ 
dents while over $6,000 was donat¬ 
ed from other cities. 

Gracin raised $3,776 in individ¬ 
ual contributions from Westland 
residents and $200 from outside 
Westland. Eadeh got $2,800 from 
city employees and former offi¬ 
cials, Gracin none. 

Eadeh got $2,300 from lawyers 
and $1,700 from builders and con¬ 
tractors, all from outside of West- 
land. Gracin received none from 
those sources inside or outside of 
Westland. 

Only one candidate raised 
more money than Eadeh, Cheryl 
Graunstadt who reported $9,980 of 
which $7,190 came from her. 

It is true that money talks, the 

question is: Are Westland voters

Housing project is in jeopardy 


The city of Inkster has picked a 
developer for what historically 
has been known as the Green 
House site. The site is centrally 
located on Michigan Avenue, 
about a quarter mile west of 
Inkster Road. The site also was 
once one of western Wayne Coun¬ 
ty's most popular Greenhouses. 

And the developer is eager to 
proceed with the project which 
consists of constructing some 97 
condominiums on a parcel of 13 
acres of land. 

All looked good - for the city, 
which would have new housing 
for a new generation of Inkster 
residents; and for the developer, 
Archon of Ypsilanti, which could 
turn its investment into capital 
gain. 

But there is a catch, mayor and 
council recently learned. 

NTH Consultants, a firm that 
monitored the cleanup of the 
Green House site, informed mem¬ 
bers of city council that the state 
will not allow the city to build resi¬ 
dential homes on the site because 
the land remains contaminated 
with lead. The lead must be re¬ 
moved in order to receive state 
approval for residential develop¬ 
ment 

MDEQ would however allow a 
business venture to come in, un¬ 
der the stipulation that the land 
qualified for commercial develop¬ 
ment

“We can’t pay these bills here

“I want¬ 
ed to pay my Edison and my Mich- 
Con (gas) bills, so I went to the 
Dearborn offices of those compa¬ 
nies, and would you believe that 
the lines were around the building? 

“It’s incredible., and I wish 
someone would do something 
about it” 

Johnson said that he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that the long lines have any¬ 
thing to do with the Sept 11, 2001 
terrorists’ attacks on the World 


Trade Center and on the Pentagon 
in Washington D. C. But he does 
believe that the utility companies 
are trying to maximize their prof¬ 
its and have laid off people to do so.
